Congo government, it was 
announced today. 


Congo Information Minister Jo­ 
seph lleo said the decision was 
made in an eight-point agreement 
Tshombe signed at the United Na­ 
tions base of Kitona early this 
morning. It came after 17 hours 
of talks with central government 
Premier Cyrille Adoula in a meet­ 
ing brought about through the ef­ 
forts of the U.N. and the United 
States. 


He agreed to recognize Presi­ 
dent Joseph Kasavubu as chief of 
stale, place the Katangese gen­ 
darmerie under Leopoldville au­ 
thority and to do all he can to 
bring about the implementation of 
the U.N. resolutions on unity of 
the Congo. He also agreed to take 
part in talks starting Jan. 3 to 
consider a draft constitution. 


Question Still Open 


Immediately 
after 
emerging 
from the talks, Tshombe indicated 
the terms may still be open to 
question. He said he had to sub­ 
mit them to his government and 
parliament. 


“It is not for me to speak,’’ he 
said as he arrived aboard a U.S. 
Air Force plane at Ndola, north­ 
ern Rhodesia, en route back to 
his battle-scarred capital of Eliz­ 
abethville. “ I am only the mouth­ 
piece of my people—it’s for them 
to decide." 


The conference broke up early 
this morning and both headed 
flack to their respective capitals.
